To the friendly Reader. 


S I haue tried by long experience, 
with what difficultie in long time 
of reaching the moſt children are 
brought to vnderſtand the rudi- 
e SS mcnts of Grammar in the Booke 
NE called the Accidence, appoynted 
by authority to be taught; So I 
finde it generally true, thut men of learning being tea- 
chers, are hardly drawnc to endure the tedioulnelde of 
A che labour that muſt be vſed therein, in ſo low a degree 
of teaching, by meanes whereof the moſt children has 
ving onely learned to read and ſay the booke by heart, 

are commonly put forwatd to conſtruction of ſome 

. Latine booke,before they can rightly diſceine of any 
part of ſpeech, or any thing belonging vnto them, one- 

ly repeating the words of the: Accidence, but vndere 
ſtanding very little. And by this meanes many young 
 fchollers ſpend much time vnptofitably, without bene- 
I ite to themſelues or credite io their teachers. The la- 
woure hereby being tedious and vnpleaſant both to ma- 
ter and ſcholler: in regard whereof my ſelfe hauing 
long ſince framed a little Booke of Grammar queſti- 
ons for the helpe of mine owne Scholers , containing 
the ſubſtance of the Accidence, I was willing ſome ten

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1 twelue yeares ſince to publiſh the ſame, knowing by 
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eaſe both Maiſter and Scholler. Now vnderſtanding * 
long ſince that all the Bookes which were then printed 
were gone within a very few yeares, and being alſo re- 


que ſted by ſome very good friends to alter and adde
